2% per cent gorge themselves upon the remaining 
80 per cent. A man might own a million acres of 
arable land, but he cannot enjoy all its produce. 
Yet the Socialist rhetoric on the concentration of 
wealth strives to give the impression that we are 
practically all impoverished because 2% per cent 
of our number are withholding the enjoyment of 
the nation’s riches from the remaining 97% per 
cent. j 

Concentration of wealth does not mean concen- 
tration of enjoyment, but concentration of control. 
This may involve inequities, and, human nature 
being what it is, it dees involve inequities. We 
share with the Socialist regret for these inequities 
and inequalities, but we do not agree with him’ 
that to take the management of wealth out of the 
hands of individuals and other agencies developed 
under capitalism and. place it in the hands of 
what is called the state, that is, organized political 
agencies, is going to benefit the 97% per cent, or 
any considerable part of them. 

Socialism goes strong while it is pointing out 
the wretchedness that exists among the inadequate 
and the unfortunate. But when it ascribes vir- 
tually all this wretchedness to a system—in a 
word, to. capitalism—we begin to part company 
with it; and when it offers as a cureall a new 
system, namely, the control of all wealth and 
wealth producing agencies by some form of popu- 
lar control, municipal or national, we can see no 
promise of betterment. Another proposed substi- 
tution is codperation for competition and the elim- 
ination from human motives of personal profit for 
collective or common profit. We do not find in 
human experience or'in our analysis of human 
character any reason to think it would improve 
human conditions to eliminate the energizing in- 
fluence of competition for persona] advantage. On 
the contrary, history shows that experiments in 
that line have soon ended in dismal failure. 

Socialism offers us either state control, which 
is, in fact, political bureaucracy, or communism, 
which either ignores expert directorship or pro- 
| duces an inferior form. It Offerg.a control and 
management of resources which will produce less 
wealth for division, whereas the history of civiliza- 
tion demonstrates that progress for all les in in- 
creased production. Modern capitalism has enor- 
mousiy increased the common fund of wealth, and 
with it the whole level of individual well being bas 
been raised. Socialism would slow down this 
whole movement, and the economies it expects to 
accomplish by the elimination of what it con- 
siders the waste of competition would be niore

University of Illinois Has Music 
School of Manifold Merits |

RY as you will, steep yourself in thoughts of oncoming spring and good 
will to mian, your first reaction to the music school of the University of 
Illinois at Urbana is likely to be one of énvy and uncharitableness. The 
reason is that the Tina Weedon Smith memorial building contains a 
music hall such as is not to be found in all Chicago, 
_. That fact in itself is enough to give pause to one who goes questing after 
what is happening in music outside of Chicago. For Chicago of late years has 
been .beginning to feel its melodic and harmonic 
oats, and to refer to itself as a musical] center. 
Then one discovers that it is necessary to travel 
down toward the center of the state to find out 
what a music ball ought to be like. I, for one, felt 
distinctly less cocky after I looked at it. 

It seats about 1,100 on main floor and single 
balcony, an ideal,size for the average recital; it 
is. handsomely, ough not ornately, finished in 
American walnut; the seats are’ constructed with | 
the idea that a music event is a place for comfort, 
not. penance; under each seat is a device looking 
like a cast fron pancake griddle that brings in 
fresh air and does not bring in a draft. 

The stage is large enough to accommodate a 
chorus of medium numbers or a small chorus, and, 
of course, is ample for a recital artist or any kind 
of chamber music. <A number of con- 
certs are given at the university each season, bui 
they are held in the larger and older auditorium. 
The new hall is intended for more intimate music, 
and, ag suggested above, this is just what is needed

| hapless reviewers have been roundly denounced for 


- by being kind. The “ notices,” belleved so 


this or that failure. For years the producers and 
managers have pondered with furrowed brows as 
to what can be done about recalcitrant literati who 
write unkind things concerning worthy plays. For 
years they have been making the discovery, twice 
@ season or so, that the scribes get together in 
secret conclave and deliberate, like the Cheka, as 
to whom they shall annihilate. It was a pretty 
picture of calculated villainy. 
Now comes Miss Taylor, dismayingty candid, 
and spoils it all. The critics, she says, liked her, 
but the public paid no attention. These writing 
gentlemen who are supposed to hold the fate of the 
theater im the hollow of their hands conferred no 
puissant, made no difference at all. Cyaan 
Well, there you are. It looks as though another tradition concerning the 
power of the press were crumbling. You, of course, know that playgoing is a 
matter of indiviiua) taste and that there is no law compelling you to accept 
the verdicts of newspaper reviewers. But the managers profess to think «lf- 
ferently. They exude confidence when the press gives forth praise of their 
wares. They writhe in agony when there is disapproval in the public prints— 
writhe and fume and inquire what the world is coming to; hold conferences 
and, like as not, bar a critic or two from their theaters. 
It is all very complimentary to those who earn their bread by the travail 


of their typewriters, but it is all very foolish.

You should have seen the proprietor of one Chicago playhouse on a recent 
night when a production tn which he had invested was given its first local per- 
formance. White-faced and in the throes of deep emotion, he buttonholed me 
as I came out. 

“ It’s a good show, ain’t it?” he erupted 
everything to me . Give it a hit, wii yah?”

I did give it favorable comment, not because he violated all the ethics by 


asking me, but because I thought it an uncommonly entertaining play. And it 
lasted just two weeka 


So it goes. 
As a matter of fact, the talk of a “cabal of critics,” banded together to 


make theatrica] fortunes or wreck them, is sheer nonsense. 

In the first place, there is no time to get together. Having seen a piay. 
one must make a dash for one’s desk and plunge into the business of catching 
an edition. If a performance is late, the last act must be left unseen. .I have 
never discuased a play with another newspaper man before writing what I 
thought of it, nor have I ever heard any one else doing #0. 

In thé second place, everybody knows that many of the most successful 
plays have been those least liked by the critica. Conversely—and this ig more 
often the case—many a play that has been fulsomely paaised has gone down to 
abject faflure. Miss Taylor is not the first to find that the public doesn’t 
always agree with the papers. She is merely the first to speak out In meeting 
about it. 

In the third place, reporters of things theatrical, being burman beings, have 
varying tastes. No two playgoers like precisely the same thing, and a critic 
is simply an habitual playgoer. The best critic, I should gay (though this may

Many of the constellations upon our 
present sky maps have degenerated 
into meaningless jumblies of  criss- 
crossed lines. Each artist copied from 
some copyist and so in time the true 
shape was lost. 

The zodiac was thousands of years 
old, even in Egypt, and sculptors then, 
as now, felt free to draw the figures 
as they thought they ought to be. 


We, as well, should look upon the con- 


stellations as they best would repre- 
sent the shapes they name. 


Leo is a crouching lion, facing 


toward the west; Virgo is a meiden, 
Libra a pair of scales, Scorpio is a run- 
ning scorpion, his claws held out be 
fore, with Antares for his heart. Sa- 
gittarius is a centaur with a bow, Cap- 
ricorn a shape half goat and half fish, 
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itself to the contours of the 
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while Aquarius is a water pourer, with 
a fish beneath his feet. Pisces makes 
two fish tied tail to tail, Aries is a ram, 
Taurus is a plunging bull, Gemini are 
bright twin figures standing in the 
west, and Cancer is a crab. 

Cygnus, a swan in appearance, is fiy- 
ing down the Milky Way; Hydra and 
Draco are, in truth, great snakes, while 
Ursa Major gives the outline of a bear. 
Perseus is a warrior, his shield upon 
his arm and his sword upraised, and 
in his outstretched hand he holds 
gorgon’s head.’ : 

In ancient times star lore was hand- 
ed down from one nation to another. 
Where it started no one knows; for 
astronomy was the first groping of 
man for truth. Symbols for the sun 
and moon, the earth and planeta, the 
same ones in use today, have been 
found among the relics of the old stone
